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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of applicant's amendment received August 26, 2005, claims 1-18 have 
been canceled. New claims 39-84 have been entered. However, by original 
presentation, only method claims 39-55, 72-74, 78-84 are considered in this application. 
Article claims 56-71, 75-77 are drawn to non-elected invention and are withdrawn from 
consideration. Furthermore, the new method claims describe distinct inventions, as 
outlined below and are subject to a restriction requirement which follows: 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 39-55, 78-79, drawn to a method of forming a fiber and wall 
surface composite, classified in class 156, subclass 60. 

II. Claims 72-74, drawn to a method of erecting a frame, classified in class 
52, subclass 745.2. 

III. Claims 80-81 , drawn to a method of binding earth and fiber, classified in 
class 405, subclass 266. 

IV. Claim 82-84, drawn to a method of weaving fiber, classified in class 1 62, 
subclass 269. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
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the instant case, a method of forming a fiber and wall surface composite does not 
require the steps in a method of erecting a frame, binding earth and fiber, or weaving. 
Similarly, the method of erecting a frame does not require the steps in a method of 
forming a composite, binding, or weaving. And the method of binding earth and fiber 
does not require the steps in a method of forming a fiber and wall surface composite, 
erecting a frame, or weaving fiber. Finally, the method of weaving does not require the 
steps of forming a fiber and wall surfacing composite, erecting a frame, or binding earth 
and fiber. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
